Constatine’s English is with- 
out accent and he speaks in a low tor- 
rent of nervous, ejaculatory, explosive 
sentences, using much American siang.

“You are an American,” he said. “I 
eannot understand America. Much of 
our trouble here has been due to the 
fact that America did not recognize me.

Final efforts of 


union officials to get the association to 
reopen negotiations on the eight hour ' 


work day failed last night. 

South Chicago, Gary, and Indiana 
Harbor, where large steel plants are 
located, are the principal nearby cities 
affected by the walkout. About 20 per 
cent of the iron ore from the upper 
ports of Lakes Superior and Huron 
is shipped to steel plants in these 
} cities; 80 per cent of the ore is sent 
to ports on Lake Erie. Coal cargoes 
are taken on at Lake Erie ports by 
one-third of the boats returning to the 
northwest country. 

Hampers Grain Movements. 

The tieup not only will affect coal 
shipments to the northwest but like- 
wise will hamper the present flow of 
grain from the western farms to the 
seaboard and will add to transporta- 
tion difficulties due to freight car short- 
age. 

Adding to the ominous § situation 
faced by the northwest in the seamen’s 
strike, several more railroads declared 
embargoes on coal yesterday. 

“Installation of the eight hour day 
for s@amen doesn't mean an increase 
in the number of men employed on 
vessels of the Lake Carriers’ associa- 
tion,” said K. B. Nolan, secretary of 
the sailors’ union, last night. 

“Taking all the lake boats, large 
and small, the eight hour day would 
mean an additional expense of $30 
per month.” 

Union Leaders Hopeful. 

Union leaders at the seamen’s head- 
quarters were optimistic last hight 
thta a large number of the members 
of the carriers’ association would grant 
the shorter work day. 

At Detroit Capt. William Livingstone, 
president of the Lake Carrfers’ agsso- 
ciation declared that the places of the 
sailors quitting work would be filled 
rapidly and that his company expected 
to do business as usual. He said the 
ore boats would continue to carry coal

month of September was issued by | 
the federal reserve board today. 

The chief development of the month, 
says the report, has been the improve- 
ment in the labor situation. The 
amount of Voluntary unemployment : 
has been greatly reduced, and wages 
have shown a distinct upward ten-| 
dency. 

Other outstanding features of the 
situation, as revealed by the board’s re- | 
port, were: — | 

Mining output increased about 3 per | 
cent during August, and has shown 
a tremendous expansion during Sep-' 
tember, due to the reopening of most 
of the bituminous and anthracite coal 
mines. 

Production Is Increased. 


Manufacturing is also being main- 
tained at relatively high levels, in- 
creased production being reported in 
most important industries.

“Our population divided into two 
classes, those holding  office—still a 
minority, it is true—and all others 
working to support the minority in 


office. 

“From that condition to the soviet 
form of government is but a single 
step.” 

Assails U. S. Invasion of States. 

The subject of Col. Lowden’s article 
is ‘‘ Federal Aid,” and he criticizes the 
manner in which the national govern- 


ment invaded the functions of the state 


during the war. .- 

“The federal government engaged in 
all sorts of activities which thereto- 
fore had been carried on by the states,” 
he says. “This perhaps was inevita- 
ble. The bureaus in Washington then 
tasted the delights of power over fields 
which before had been exclusively oc- 
cupied by the states. They were loath 
to give up this power. Propaganda, 
that new-found weapon of all causes, 
was employed to perpetuate these new 
powers. : 

“* Federal aid’ was: the potent 
phrase with which they conjured. They 
sought to break down the opposition 
which naturally existed among state 
officials to encroachment upon thein 
own proper fields of activity. They 
found the most effective weapon at 


their hands was the offer of ‘ federal 
aid.’ 
Calls “ Federal Aid” a Bribe. 

“*Federal aid,’ generally speaking, 
is a bribe offered to state governments 
to surrender their own proper func- 
tions. There is scarce a domain in the 
field of government. properly belong- 
ing to the municipality or the state 
which the federal government is not 


seeking to invade by the use of the 
specious phrase ‘federal aid.’ Edu- 


cation, public health, private employ- 
ment are a few instances which come 
readily to mind. 

“The bureaucrats who initiate these 
movements for an extension of their 
own power draw great strength from 
the class specially affectéd. This rapid 


extension of federal administration not | 


only means greatly increased expenses 
but it means the gradual breaking 
down of local self-government in Amer- 
ca.”’ 

The former governor also condemned 
the multiplicity of taxing bodies and 
their aggregate of “ confiscatory ” taxa- 
tion.

Only four alternatives can be suggested for the ac 
commodation of the present and future home pur- 
chaser in the five to six figure class: 

(1) The possible development, under ample restric 


accessible to the loop. The shrewdest observer would 
be unable to find more than one or two such parcels 
in Chicago. 

(2) The possible reclamation of some of the desérted 
“older” sections. To‘accomplish this in a sufficient- 
ly adequate way to positively insure the desired ob- 
jective, some person or persons of unheard-of. cour- 
age and vast finances, yet to be found, would have to 
buy up forty or fifty blocks of costly city property— 
and with no assurance that their plan would prove 
attractive to the intending purchasers of: residence 
plots.

Here the Supreme Court 
has dealt a death-blow to our hopes by ruling that 
the adoption of property restrictions cannot be. 
forced upon the individual owner. He would be 
brave unto foolhardiness who would attempt to line 
up a thousand owners into a legal agreement of prop- 
erty restrictions—considering that his plan would be 
completely frustrated by one dissenting owner among 
the thousand. 

(4) The fourth and final possible source of supply is 
the present owner of a fine home. 

Two obstacles immediately confront the prospective 
purchaser who pursues this trail. First, the uncer- 
tainty of the future value of the property; and, sec 
ond, the matter of price. If the owner is willing to 
sell at all, it will be to sell at the seller’s figure.

corn was merely supplemented by soy 
beans. Animal nutrition experts at 
Purdue have recently made tests which 
indicate that corn and soy beans lack 
minerals. Gains in the weight of hogs 
have been accomplished and costs cut 
down by feeding a mixture composed 
of ten parts of wood ashes, ten parts 
of acid phosphate fertilizer, and one 
part of common salt by weight with 
ground soy beans to supplement 
shelled corn. 
Supplementing Corn Ration. 

| This mixture, when placed in a self. 
| feeder for market hogs, gave results 
slightly better than corn and tankage, 
accepted as the standard ration by 
most corn belt hog feeders. With the 
comparatively low prices of grain this 
will mean much to the farmer who has 
a few acres of soy beans, because it 
will enable him to market his grain in 
the form of meat at a much higher 
price the way grain and live stock 
prices are running today. It is pre- 
dicted that this new ration will mean 
a saving of thousands of dollars to 
farmers in the middle west because 
many of them have grown their own 
protein and will not have to put cash 


ure up with tankage, fish meal, and 
buttermilk, in supplementing the corn 
ration. These new tests indicate that 
the deficiency is in the mineral ;con- 
tent of the corn and soy hean ration. 
By adding the home. mixed minerals 
the rate and economy of gains are 
greatly increased, which shows what 
corn belters can do with the feeds 
grown on their own farms in prepar- 
ing their hogs for the winter market. 


Testing Mineral Mixtures. 


Wood ashes, acid phosphate, and 
salt gave the best results of any of 
the different mineral mixtures used 
The average daily gain of hogs fed 
this with the corn and soy beans was 
1.85 pounds, at a cost of $4.14 a hun- 
dred, figuring the corn at 50 cents a 
bushel, soy beans at $1.25 a bushel, 
and the mineral at 2 cents a pound. 

Ten parts each of pulverized lime- 
stone and acid phosphate and one part 
common salt by Weight proved to be 
the second best minera]l.mixture. Hogs 
receiving this mixture made an aver- 
age gain of 1.74 points, at a cost of 
$4.09. The mixture ranking third on 
these tests was made up of fifteen 
parts wood ashes, five parts acid phos- 
into this feed. phate, and one part salt.

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Eyes of America 
on Plague Free 
Waukesha Herds 


This ig the second of a series of ar- 
ticles that will appear in this depart- 
ment from time to time giving the 


practical dairyman’s views on dairy- | 


ing probleme, the breeding of good, 
heathly cattle, the production of clean 
milk, and the selling of cows and dairy 
products. 


By Frank Ridgway. 
ELLING more than $300,000 worth 
of cattle from a single county last 
year with figures indicating that 
the total for 1922 will be practi- 
cally double that amount, Holstein men 
of Waukesha county, Wisconsin, have 
disturbed the seismograph of the dairy 
industry and attracted the attention 
of dairymen all over America. This 
county is now recognized as the Hol- 
stein breeding center of the United 
States, and it has more dollars invested 
in Holstein cattle than any other 
county. 

These and other outstanding accom- 
plishments have caused farmers in all 
corners of the nation to ask, “ Why is 
it that Holstein breeders of Waukesha 
county have been able to produce good 
animals and build up confidence that 
attracts buyers everywhere?” That 
question cannot be answered in a sin- 
gie sentence, for there are many things 
that have made it possible for these 
men to sell cattle on such a gigantic 
scale. A close-up view of Waukesha 
county and a study of the work of sell- 
ing cattle through the association im- 
mediately reveal outstanding features 
that have contributed to success. 


What Guarantees Did. 


From the beginning they were for- 
tunate in having good cattle, most of 
them either direct or indirect descend- 
ants of the twelve famous $200 Hol- 
stein eastern heifers that were brought 
to that section by Julius Rust a half 
century ago. When these breeders 


reached the point where they had al, 


surplus of dairy cattle and began sell- 
ing to buyers from other states, their 
selling problems become complicated. 
Most buyers not only demanded cows 
with good lines of breeding and good 
butter and milk production records, 
but they insisted upon buying healthy 
cattle. Then tuberculosis testing got 
its start, for breeders soon found they 
could not afford to guarantee animals 
unless they weeded out infected cattle. 

The reputation of a Waukesha coun- 
ty breeder among dairymen in other 
states affected the standing of other 
farmers in his community, and it was 
goon recognized that the selling of 
cattle was a country-wide problem. 
Leading breeders saw they had to pro- 
duce an honest product—a good, well

Scorn Horse Trading Methods. 


Before good cattle got their start in 
that section of Wisconsin much of 
the marketing of live stock was done 
through the old fashioned horse trad- 
ing system. Trading centers were es- 
tablished at livery barns, blacksmith 
shogs, and sheds; at crossroads and 
villages. Here all horses with spavins, 
ring bone, kirbs, and moon eyes were 
assembled and traded for crippled cows 
and puny sheep.

Attracting Outside Buyers. 

The association began by holding two 
meetings a year, a summer picnic and 
a business meeting in the winter.

“The tuberculosis test got its real 
start in this section when we began to 
hold public sales and our association 
agreed to take care of outside buyers. 


We had to see that a dairyman’s guar- 
antee was made good, and we could not 
do it without testing the cattle,” he 
said. : 

Dairymen in that county could not 
sell their cattle privately unless they 
were tested. A buyer would look ata 
herd, make an offer, and if the animals 
had not been tested and the owner re- 


“That happened only a few times to 
a dairyman,” added the secretary, “for 
he soon found that untested cows were 
worth no more than beef cattle.” 

The number of public sales has grad- 
ually increased each year. Five were 
held last year. Only two have been 
held this year; probably two more will 
be held before Jan. 1, but more effort 
is being made by the individual farm- 
er to sell his cattle privately. 

Because tuberculosis played such an 
important part in breeding and the 
sale of milk and animals, Waukesha 
county breeders have been leaders in 
eradicating it from every herd in Wis- 
consin. The state law provides that 
a petition signed by 50 per cent of the 
farmers in a county, asking the state 
live stock sanitary board to test cattle,

“This 
trouble will probably be over as soon 
as we have a new petition signed to 
eliminate any technical doubt as to 
the authority the state has in testing 
every herd.” 

Owners of pure breds have been in 
favor testing for years, and they had 
it done long before any'law about it 
was passed in Wisconsin. 

“We do not have a great deal of 
trouble in getting money to \pay our 
indemnities here in Wisconsin,” said 
the association secretary. “Our legis- 
lators have realized the importance of 
this work and have provided funds 
for it.

In discussing .the effectiveness of 
the tuberculin test Mr. Baird said he 
considers the test the most practicai, 
teliable means of detecting the disease.

the feed given, and the history of the 
herd,” he said. “Animals that have 
passed several previous tests should be 
tested carefully. I would hot buy an 
animal unless it had been tested with- 
in thirty days. According to law, a 
heard that passes two clean tests six 
months apart may be shipped inter- 
state without further examination. 
Practical breeders know that animals 


may be infected within a short time

In one 
case you get a light lump of dough, in 
the other a greasy, hard lump. 

Late Method of Pie Crust Making. 

Of course, one of the things our 
grandmothers never used.in pie crusts 
was baking powder, nor any substitute 
for it, yet this is frequently put into 


pie crusts today, so making what is 
but a rather short biscuit dough, and 
that is a good dough for meat pies 
and can be used for anything, but it 
cannot rank as fine pastry. 

A problem is how to use as little 
water as possible in wetting. up the 
flour and fat mixture. The _ recipes 
have left it uncertain, as in Mrs. Lin- 
coln’s recipes for “* pastry for one pie,” 
which reads: “ One heaping cup of pas- 
try flour, one saltspoonful of baking 


cold water. Roll out, put the butter on 
the paste in little pieces, and sprinkle 
with flour. Fold over, and roll out. 
Roll up like a jelly roll. Divide in two 
parts, and roll to fit plate.” 

Note the “rub”! This really means 
put fat into flour with light fingers, 


{making the whole a thing of uniform 


texture, though the word “rub” so 
often means heavy work. Some ex- 
perienced cooking teachers use two 
knives, and chop the fat into the flour, 
but that sort of thing requires prac- 
tice. 

One of the specialists of the experi- 
mental kitchen of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, in talking be- 
fore a home economics meeting some 
months back, said they had been cut- 
ting the fat into the flodr with a bread 
cutter. Then they had wet only a part 
of the mixture and worked the rest 
into it. This is all right if the dough 
does not get handled too much, and is 
the method used by many highly ex- 
perienced cooks in mixing any dough 
on a board instead of in a bowl. In this 
case they have to make a cone, hollow 
it out, put the liquid into this and work 
so not to spill any of it out.

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Musicians Face Rising Market; 
Movies and Symphonies Cause 


By Edward Moore. 


OME time ago a member of the orchestra known to its friends as the 
First was invited to sign a contract for the first desk of the section in 
which he was playing. He answered that he Would take it and give his 
best services to it, but that he must have a salary of not less than $4,000

The answer gave pause to some; not to the management, who rather ex- 
pected it, but to the outsiders, who either regard a musician as a warden in 
the temple of art, living in disregard of monetary reward, or, pityingly, as a 
silly sort of person who would rather draw tones out 6f an, instrument than 
make an honest living in an office or selling goods on the road. 


But it would seem some qnusicians have ideas of their own about being 
worthy of their hire. This particular one argued that he had a family to 
support, that he would much rather pay his bills than leave them unpaid, and 
that by sitting back in his orchestral section he could take jobs now and then— 
theaters, small orchestras, one thing and another—which would build his earn- 
ings up to $4,000, and which the light beating upon the first desk would not 
permit him to take.

People are accustomed to hearing about the fortunes made in opera, of 
Muratore with his $2,800 a performance and forty performances guaranteed— 
in the words of the cartoon in the classified advertising pages of this paper, 
them days is gone forever as far as the Chicago opera is concerned—of Galli- 
Curci and McCormack, who pack the largest theaters to total capacity, whether 
in opera or concert. Such stars are few, however, and to be counted upon the 
fingers. There is, on the other hand, something to be said for the earnings of 
the, thousands and tens of thousands in*the country who do not get into the 
stellar class. 


This orchestral player is a fairly tfpical instance. A union musician who 
belongs to an orchestra—the two are synonymous—is pretty sure of making 
a living if he is a good player and a reasonably responsible person, and the 
living is getting better. The union scale for musicians is by no means decreas- 
ing, and the demand for good players is increasing. The moving picture 
theaters have increased the demand as much as any single element, as sym- 
phony orchestra managers know to their sorrow. There was a case not long 
ago where a concertmaster joined a symphony orchestra after an experience 
in a moving picture theater where he was paid $200 a week. In this case art 
triumphed over the pay check, because he did not get anything like that rate 
in the symphony orchestra; but that is one case. The movies are scouring the 
market for good men as industriously as the symphonists and are willing to 
pay for them sometimes more willing than the older competitors. 

The outlook would seem to be better here than for the teachers and the 
vast majority of the concert artists. Some teachers are getting prosperous, it 
is true, but the number who are $4,000 ahead on a season after paying studio 
rent and incidental expenses is a small one.

There’s a Reason for It. 

In concert the reward is often more apparent than real. An observer of 
my acquaintance who is tn the profession tells me that a concert artist must 
draw a fee of not less than $500 per appearance, and have a fairly good number 
of them at that, to make any kind of a showing. For by the time the artist 
has paid for. his railroad tickets here, there, and elsewhere about the country, 
the railroad tickets for his accompanist, his hotel bills—though not the hotel 
bills of his accompanist—advertising, and, if a woman, her clothes, not to 
speak of a respectable and even sizable percentage to the booking agent, a 
considerable sum has been checked out. I know of one soprano who goes 
about the country in a private car and carries—and pays for—herself, her 
father, her mother, her accompanist, her vocal coach and his wife, her assist- 
ing artist, her personal manager, her maid, and a couple of servants for the 
rest of the party. : :

on its surface. White spots appear each 
season at the poles, like the snow that 
collects in the winter hemisphere of 
the earth. These gleaming polar areas 
contrast strongly with the ochre yel- 
low color of the planet's soil. 

There are darkish areas also visible 
on Mars, gray green in summer and 
brown in winter. These regions are 
the places where vegetation grows. 
Now here is the remarkable fact about 
them—the green does not appear in 
spring as soon ag the season grows 
warm, but waits until water from the 
melting polar snows is conducted from 


the frigid to the temperate zones. 
Definite channels are known, pivoted 
on the poles and spread in a network 
all over the ball. Their plan and their 
well ordered execution lead astron- 
omers to believe that they are artificial. 

We stand on < Ags The world is a 
desert. Clouds are to be seen almost 
every day on earth, but on Mars there 
are almost no clouds. The air is thin 
and cold, like the atmosphere on the 
tops of high mountains. Mars’ sky is 
blue-black in the day time and inky 
black at night. The stars seem to 
press down closely on the dry parched 
plains. The dust at our feet is ochre 
powder. For ages cold winds have 
blown it, pulverized it, burned all its 
iron contents into haembhtite. 

At the pole we find a sheet of ice. It 
is only a few inches thick and lies like 
closely packed frost crystals. At its 
edge are puddles and wet sand. You 
splash your feet in the cold water as we 
walk. “ Where are the Martian seas?” 
you ask. These marshes are the seas. 
All the water that Mars will have next 
season lies here in these poor swamps. 


Mars is not being rapidly solved. 
In the latter quarter of the last 
century markings were discov- 
‘wei on our neighbor world. They 
woked like the work of intelligent 
beings. Appearance on Mars seemed 
to denote the presence of active minds. 
Certain scientists accepted the evi- 
dence eagerly and pushed forward in 
‘the study of Mars with all the means 
at their disposal. But soon two in- 
te obstacles loomed ahead.

| We live at the bottom of a sea of

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THE AGES 


By James O’ Donnell Bennett. 


Forty-first Paper—Mark Twain's “ Huckleberry Finn” (Second Article.) 


ARK TWAIN'S masterpiece, “ The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn "— 
The Lordon Athen#um called it “one of the six greatest books ever 
written in America "—not only hung fire for eight years but once stood 


a fair chance of ending in the fire. 
In 1876, when he was 40 years old, Mr. Clemens sent to William Dean 


Howells in Boston a letter of which this is a part: 


Elmira, Aug. 9, 1876. 

. »« »« @& Month ago I began another boys’ book—more to be at work than any- 
thing else. I have written four hundred pages on it—therefore it is very nearly half 
aone. It is Huck Finn's Autobiography. I like it only tolerably weil, as far as 
have got, and may possibly pigeonhole or burn the MS when it is done. 

Love to yez. 

Yrs. ever, 
Mark. 


Four years passed. ‘sHuck”™ still was only half finished. He turned the 


_ story over in his mind and had some idea of finishing it and publishing it and 


“The Prince and the Pauper’’ in a single volume. “ But Livy [his wife] says 
they’re not” [to be so published], he wrote to his sister, adding, “and by 
George I. she ought to know.” She did. “The Prince and the Pauper” ap- 
peared by itself. 2 

Three more years passed. 

The scene is still Elmira. Now the fit is on him. His zest in the old MS. 
has returned. He is working rapidly on “ Huck’ and by a method all his own. 
On July 20, 1883, he writes to Howells: 

I wrote 4000 words today and I touch 3000 and upwards pretty often, and don’t 


fall below 2600 any working day. And when I get fagged out, I lie abed a couple 


of days and read and smoke, and then go it again for 6 or 7 days. i. ss 
am away along in a big one [book] that I half-finished two or three years ago. 
l expect to complete it in a month or six weeks or two months more. And 
J shall like it, whether anybody else does or not. It's a kind of companion to Tom 


Sawyer. 

Four thousand words a day means about a dozen sparsely parabraphed 
pages of the Messrs. Harper's limp leather edition of “ Huckleberry Finn.” 
You thus can see that it was filigree work and done with great scrupulousness. 


Or don’t yau see it? Well, this may give you a gauge: A good reporter, having 


his matter well in hand, can knock off—on the typewriter—a thousand word 
(or one column) average newspaper article in twenty minutes. By “average” 
I mean an article that presents no intricacies of fact and requires no special 
“ treatment.” 


But Mark felt that 4,000 words a day—with the two day interlude in bed | 


every seven days—was good business, and he felt bully over it. In short, the 
spell was on him and, like Hamlet, he said, “’tis as easy as lying ’’—said 
just about that to his “Ma” in a letter he sent off to Keokuk the day after 


the letter to Howells: 
Elmira, July 21, ’83. 
Private. 


Dear Ma and Orion and Mollie: . . I haven't had such booming working- 
days for many years. I am piling up manuscript in a really astonishing way. 
believe I shall complete, in two months, a book which I have been fooling over for 
7 years. This summer it is no more trouble to me to write than it is to lie. ‘ 

Hello, supper’s ready. Love to all. Good bye, Sami 
aml. 


They were long days he put in. Toward the end of August, '83, we find 
him again writing to Howells: 

7 I have wrought from breakfast till 5:15 p. m. six days in the week, and 
once or twice I smouched a Sunday when the boss [his wife] wasn’t looking. 
Nothing is half so good as literature hooked on Sunday, on the sly. 

And so at the end of 1884, when Mark was 48 years old, “ Huck Finn” 
at last came forth in England and America. The orders during the first 
weeks of sale were 50,000 copies. It has been a best seller ever since. In 
"1907, when detailed calculations were made, it had passed in sales all Mark’s 
books except “Innocents Abroad.” 

But before its appearance “ Huck” had/fto undergo the ordeal of censor- 
ship under the auspices of “the boss.”” For both MS and proofs went into 
Mrs. Clemens hands to be what Susy Clemens, in the biography of her father 
that she wrote when she was a little girl, called “ expergated.” 

Said Susy: 


I remember so well, with what pangs of regret we used to see her turn down 
the leaves of the pages, wnich meant that some delightfully terrible part must 
be scratched out. And I remember one part gees yey which was perfectly 
fascinating it was so terrible, that Clara and I used to delight in and oh, with 
what despair we saw mama turn down the leaf on which it was written, we 
thought the book would almost be ruined without it. But we gradually came to 
think as mama did. 


Mark himself later wrote of this episode: 

I do not remember what the condemned phrase was. It had much company, 
and they all went to the gallows. 

It was a good thing for Mark. He was not gross, but delicacy of taste 
was not his religion, and he did dearly love the thunder-roll of Mississippi 
river cussing. It was Mr. Howells who ordered all the profanity out of the 
book and it was Mrs. Clemens who put it out. The verities do not suffer as 
a consequence. Robert Louis Stevenson, whose taste was almost impeccable, 
would not admit an oath to the pages of “ Treasure Island,” yet in no book 
of desperate deeds does one more assuredly get the “feel” of the presence 
and language of men whose words are—or seem to be—as wicled as their 
deeds. 

Having undergone censorship in the family circle—and survived it— 
“ Huck” faced a censorship from without, which he also survives. It makes 
one of the most ludicrous chapters in American literary history and it began 
where of all places it should not have begun—in the town of Henry David 
Thoreau. Yes, the Concord public library elected to make an egregious ninny 
of itseif and in 1885 banned the book as “trash and suitable only for the 
slums.” : 

.“A rattling -tip-top puff,” wrote Mark to his publisher, adding, “That 
will sell. 25,000 copies for us.”’ 

The Concord Free Trade club, apparently wishful to extend comfort to the 
(un)afflicted, immediately elected Mark to honorary membership. 

Often, during the next ewo decades, expulsion overtook “ Huck + “and 
“ Tom "—notably in Brooklyn, which expelled both books from the children’s 
room Of a public library. To one of the librarians who had stood out against 
the foolishness Mark wrote: 

Most honestly do I wish that I could say a softening word in defense of Huck’'s 
character since you wish it, but really, in my opinion, it is no better than those of 
Solomon, David, and the rest of the sacred brotherhood. 

And again, when similar antics were being performed: 

. » « When a Library expels a book of mine and leaves an unexpurgated Bible 
lying around where unprotected youth and age can get hold of it, the deep uncon- 
scious irony of it delights me and doesn’t anger me. 


How soon the rancor goes out of such episodes! Then they become most 
interesting and instructive sidelights in the annals of a people’s culture—in- 
spiriting, too, for the trend, say what we will, seems always to be toward 
greater rather than less sense. 

Contrasts such as only the years can work out are the essence of such

\ imperishably substantial ag ‘ Robinson Crusoe,’") STUART P. SHERMAN; “A 


marvelously accurate portrayal of a whole civilization,” BRANDER MAT- 
THE WS; “A nearly flawless gem of romance and humor,” ANDREW LANG; 
“The greatest piece of American fiction,” JOHN MACY; “The two greatest 
American stories—The Scarlet Letter’ and ‘Huckleberry Finn’,”’ H. S58. 
CANBY. Most significant of all were the unstudied tributes of the masters. 
Who can have forgotten Robert Louis Stevenson's spontaneous “It is a book 
I have read four times, and am quite ready to begin again tomorrow,” and 
that Englishman on a continental] train—not a master but just folks like us 
—who, recognizing Mark, said, “Mr. Clemens, I would give {£10 not to have 
read your ‘Huckleberry Finn'!” 

“Why so?” said Mark. 

“So that I could again ha*veihe great pleasure of reading it for the first 
time.” i aa 

The book, in short, all relishing souls is not a book. 'Tis an experience. 
And the reason for that lies in its many-sidedress and its verity. Not alone 
to the lover of books and of his kind does it speak with intimate voice, but to 
the historian, the etymologist and the geographer. You think that perhaps 
that is buncombe? You will never know how true it is until you cruise down 
the Mississippi—say from Keokuk to Baton Rouge—with this book in hand. 
Then its folklore, its occasional words that row are either local or nearly obso- 
lete but are racy of that fecund soil; its scenic bits, and its phrases that are 
as impellant to reverie as the flicker of the firelight in a darkened room—all 
that will stir your fancy in wondrous ways. Some of the words are little 
gems of half-forgotten verities—‘ Jim's eyes bugged out "—" dangersome "— 
“* fitten ’’—" whilst.”” There are dozens. And the “ king’s.”’ “ baiditude”’ ought 
to go irto the dictionaries. 

And the reality of it all—not the routine reality of actuality but the true 
reality of poets! Mark once told Brander Matthews fins there was no episode 
in either “Tom” or “Huck” which had not “ac lly happened, either to 
me or to one or another of the boys I have known." What Mark did to those 
actual happenings was to infuse them with the witchery of forty years of 
fond recollection. The result is eleven hundred miles of the kird of reality 
which, in Professor Stuart Sherman's fine phrase, expresses ‘the’ half-bar- 
baric charm in that grey wilderness of moving water.” 

Seven and iSirty years have passed since Mark Twain's book started 
those ante-bellum boys on that  literature-making--aye, and poetry- 
making —trip down the great river. Both Huck and Tom-—-in real 
life the Tom Blankenship and the Sam Clemens of Hannibal, Mo., woug§d 
be nearly 90 years old were they living now. But how can one think 
of Huck and Tom as old men! Long since they started on the greatest 
adventure of all but the light—the golden light of youth and of joy and of 
those first blithe, wondering experimentations we make in the art of living— 
follows them always. Far, far have they wandered into the hearts of men 
and their mission has been benign: Youth they have exhilarated; old age they 
have refreshed. The breezes of happiness and high audacity sit ever in their 
sails and their craft salutes the white promontaries of poetry’s magic strand. 
A little while with confident feet they walked thereon, then vanished in the 
shadows. But young are they still, for the wand of a poet touched them and 
they who once are touched with that glamor are ever young and ever diffuse 
the spirit of youth among the weary ones that trudge by weary wafs. And 
if they die of age they still die young. 

In the shadows of their land—the land of a boy’s homely poetry and un- 
tutored musings-—let us leave them:

ART AND ARTISTS 


Canvases of Eddy 
Collection Steeped 
in Modern Isms 


| By Eleanor Jéwett. 


| HERE has been so much written 
and said about time, in the long 
| run, being the only criterion of 

values that one hesitates to em- 
ploy the trite saw in the case of the 
| present exhibition of modern paintings, 
'from the collection of the late Arthur 
J. Eddy, in view at the Art institute. 

When these pictures were first 
| shown, some decade or more ago, great 
iwas the comment aroused.. People 
| were stirred to express surprise, con- 
demnation, disbelief, approval, or scorn. 
An outburst, written and spoken, thun- 
dered and flashed about the devoted 
heads of the errant artists and the‘r 
credulous friend, Mr. Eddy. Even to- 
day that outburst has not quite 
stormed itself into silence. People 
may be heard, traversing the institute 
galleries, wondering under § their 
breath, ““ Why did any one ever collect 
things like this, do you suppose?” 

To understand some of the less com- 
prehensible of the paintings, one 
| should think of the motive that under- 
‘lay their production in the mjnd of the 
painter. These moderns wanted to es- 
,cape into a freedom where form and 
‘logic were not. They wanted to ex- 
‘press feeling, emotion, movement. 
|They wanted to express in color the 
‘sensation, for example, that surges in 
‘the mind of a person seeing, for the 
|first time, the rosy cloak of dawn 
‘thrown, gilt edged, over the lofty stow 
summits of the Swiss Alps. 

That sensation, as a sensation, has 
been expressed in music, in verse, and 
in prose. What is the color for it? 
Probably a torrent of violet threaded 
with a vein of gold that deepens into 
crimson at one end and dies in a gray 
veil at the other. Very well, then, 
such a torrent of violet threaded with 
gold will be painted upon the canvas. 
But unless the sensation is yours, you 
will entirely miss the meaning and sig- 
nificance of the painting when, untu- 
tored, it is placed before you. 

Some such idea was behind much of 
the modern painting as betrayed in the 
Eddy collection. Not, however, in all 
of it. Other artists were fixed in the 
belief that to be sincere in painting 
they must get back to the simplest 
forms. Thence come our primitive fig- 
ures, primitive colors, and primitive 
compositions. 


it, is the modernity that sought to put 
emotion, sensation, and movement into 
colors. 

That these artists were willing to 
suffer for their ideas is only too mani- 
fest in the story of one of them, who 
may serve as an example of them all. 
He painted “ The Clown,” a realistic,

was a Frenchman, Manigault, of the 
Post-Impressionist school, filled with 
the idea of expressing. thought, feel- 
ing, vision in paint. He determined 
to do without food for a time in order 
to heighten his spiritual light, to quick- 
en his inner vision, as do the ascetics 
of India. But he went too far in his 
search for visions that he might give 
the world. He starved to death. 
Greater love, certainly, has no man 
for his faith, than to die for it. 
Fortunately few men carry their be- 
liefs to such extremes. In the present 
exhibition there are no others who 
have died in attempting the impos- 
sible, but there are many other equally 
or more incomprehensibly modern 
than Manigault. For example, look at 
Wassily Kandinsky’s “ Improvisation 
No. 30.” Mr. Eddy writes concerning 
it: “This was not painted as an im- 
pression of war, but the atmosphere 


‘was so charged with war at the time 
it. was painted that the artist must 


have unconsciously introduced the feel- 
ing.”’ 

Perhaps, but until glancing at that 
note in the catalogue, the single im- 
pression introduced to my mind by 
the canvas was one of chaotic confu- 
sion. Chaotic confusion may be war, 
certainly it is not modern war, with fts 
plotted lines of march and carefully 
calculated attacks. So, as far as regis- 
tering truly on on unbiased mind, grant- 
ing Mr. Eddy’s assumption, Kandinsky 
did not convey the sensation of war, 
but the sensation of turmoil, thus side 
stepping the exactitudes of realism. 

One might continue, running over the 
names of canvas after canvas, each 
steeped in the fumes of cubism, im- 
pressionism, 
but time crowds. For each, in these 
pictures, is his own meaning; to each, 
their significance counts for what he 
can put into their color. Unless one 
reads the story of color, that of de 
sign is impossible. These isms thrive 
on color, the rest is negligible.
